GOOD HEALTH 
CONFERENCE HERE 


Innovative ways to motivate Ameri- 
cans toward good health practices were 
explored in a conference here last 
weekend, co-sponsored by Walt Disney 
Productions and the Johns Hopkins 
Medical Institutions. 

The two-day conference, entitled 
‘““Good Health in America: Challenge 
and Choice,” brought together more 
than 60 representatives of health organi- 
zations, major industrial corporations, 
insurance companies, foundations, 
academic institutions and consumer 
product companies. 

Dr. Steven Muller, President of Johns 
Hopkins, and Card Walker, President 
and Chief Executive Officer of Walt Dis-
